W ashington, May 25,—Passage by 
die house of a peace resolution, ex- 
P y fo t 
tooter part of next week, 
will clear the house calendars of all 
im portant legislation excepting the 
tariff and revenue bills, and the re­ 
apportionm ent bill. 
The tariff boll is to be ready for 
action by the house the middle of 
June. 
It has been found impossible for 
(the house and senate to reach a basis 
of agreem ent on the reapportionm ent 
legislation based on the census of 
population for 1920. 
The house pass­ 
ed a bill increasing its membership 
to 483, or 48 more than the present 
membership, in order to escape many 
reductions in state representation. Un- 
• 
der the plan proposed, Maine and Mis­ 
souri would have lost representation. 
The bill was opposed in the house 
by members who objected to any in­ 
crease in the present size of the house 
and by others who wanted the increase 
as few as possible. 
When the bill reached the senate, 
the house delegations who were h u rt 
under the house plan appealed to their 
senators and the latter have held up 
the legislation until the present time.

Washington, May 25.—General re­ 
duction of freight rates would 
still 
further reduce the ability of the rail­ 
roads to survive and would not help 
solve the present complicated econo­ 
mic and psychological conditions in 
the United States, Howard 
Elliott- 
chairman of the 
Northern 
Pacific 
Railroad told the senate 
interstate 
commence committee at today’s ses­ 
sion of the railroad investigation. 
“It is a m istake to suppose 
th at 
there can be any general reduction in 
rates until expenses have greatly de­ 
creased,” Elliott declared. “In saying 
this I do not mean 
that 
ho rates 
should be adjusted but I 
believe 
it 
would be unfortunate to give the im­ 
pression a t this tim e th at the 
rail­ 
roads can be sustained as contemplat­ 
ed in the transportation act, with re­ 
duced rates, until it is evident th at 
the expenses have reduced enough to 
justify rate cuts.” 
“Even though the railroads are keen 
for business,’' E lliott continued, “they 
are responsible for the 
maintenance 
of their properties, and they m ust be 
limited by this responsibility. 
They 
cannot reduce rates simply to increase 
gross earnings, if the gross earnings 
at reduced rates means no net earn­ 
ings or a loss. To ask the railroads 
to do this in the long run is a danger­ 
ous policy for the general develop­ 
ment of the country.”

HARDING FIRM FOR A WORLD ASSOCIATION. 


Ambassador Harvey told only half the truth in London last 
week. 
He declared the Harding Administration irrevocably had 
turned its back on the existing League of Nations. That is cor­ 
rect. 
W hat more Harvey omitted to say is that the Harding 
Administration is committed, by every one of its pre-election and 
post-election pledges, to march forward solemnly to the organiza­ 
tion of a world association for the preservation of peace. 
From 
that program, however much Colonel Harvey may bare his bitter­ 
ender soul in England, the Administration will not deviate. 
The world association the Administration hopes to promote 
may grow out of the Supreme Council, which the United States 
has just rejoined, or rise from the framework of the \ ersailles- 
Geneva League. 
That is regarded as an insubordinate detail 
that time and expedienc.y alone can determine. 
On the basic 
principle of American determination to organize the world for 
world peace, President Harding and his Cabinet 
stand 
four­ 
square to the wind. 
Bitter-ender “wind” in particular will riot 
drive the Administration bark from the course it has set itself. 
Mr. Harding and Mr. Hughes look upon the Supreme Council, j 
in short, as the only effective international 
body to preserve 
peace yet brought into existence. Compared to it, they look upon 
the League of Nations as a futile side-show. 
m 
The country will not be far wrong in expecting that one of 
the earliest plans the Harding Administration will submit for 
arranging the Supreme Council into a noble structure will be the 
adoption of the Root world courts or something very much like it. 
The United States would regard such a court an ideal agency 
for the solution of the territorial and economic disputes now con­ 
vulsing Europe.
